On motion of H. L. Sheldon, the Sergeant«at-Arms 
was instructed to furnish the Members with Stationery. 

On motion of Kaumaea a recess was taken for half an 
hour. 

At 11:30 o'clock the House met again. 

The Speaker announced the receipt of the Credentials 
from C. K. Kakani, the Member from the District of Hana, 
Maui. 

He was then permitted to take his seat. 

The Members then proceeded to the Palace to listen 
to the King's Speech. 

At 1 o'clock the Members again met in the Legislative 
Hall. 

On motion of H. L. Sheldon it was voted that the 
Reporter of the Polynesian be allowed to occupy a seat

On motion of G. P. Judd it was voted that the re- 
porters for the Advertiser and the Hae Hawaii Newspapers, 
be also allowed to occupy seats in the House. 

On motion of Ioane (John Richardson) it was voted 
that a Committee be appointed to prepare a reply to the 
King's Speech.

Section 3. To abolish the Dog Tax. 

Section 4, To allow people occupying lands to run 
their animals on lands occupied by them, without paying 
rent to the owner of said land. 

Section 5. That the rich be made to pay $2 poll tax, 
the poor $1. 

Section 6. That persons who are under the influence 
of liquor be not arrested while quietly walking through 
the streets. 

Section 7. Not to impose a fine on persons leading 
adulterous lives, if a child is born to them and said 
child should live for a period of six months. 

Section 4 was laid on the table, the other Sections 
were referred to the Committees. 

Lainaholo read a Petition from Puna, Hawaii, in 
relation to the matter of carrying the mails in their 
District. 

On motion of Kalama, this Petition was referred to 
the Select Committee, to whom was referred the Petition 
from Moanalua and Waianae, in relation to the carrying 
of the mails. 

Sheldon read a Petition from Andrew Potter, request- 
ing that he be paid half of the fines worked out by the 
prisoners, set apart under the law for the Sheriff. 

On motion of Kalama, it was referred to the 
Finance Committee.

128 signatures, for an appropriation for the bridge at 
Wailuku River. 

J. 5. Low read a Petition from Hamakua, Hawaii, 
requesting that a law be made to regulate the holding of 
two Jury Courts, on the Island of Hawaii, one at Waimea, 
the other at Hilo. 

Referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

A Petition from faraka; Hawaii, requesting that 
all taxes now in force be abolished and that the Finance 
Committee draft a law for a property tax. 

A Petition from Hamakua praying that a law be made 
against desertion by married persons. 

Referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

A Petition from Hamakua praying that the law re- 
lating to Stallions be amended. 

Referred to the Committee on Agriculture. 

A Petition from Hamakua praying that the Road Tax Law 
be amended, so that the people be made to work on the 
roads, four days in January and four days in July. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Improvements. 

He again read another Petition from Hamakua praying 
that aged men, over fifty years of age, who are strong 
and able-bodied, be not exempted from taxation.

A Petition from the white residents at Waimea, 
complaining against the running at large for breeding 
purposes, of inferior stock. They wish to have only good 
stock raised. 

Referred to the Committee on Agriculture. 

Toane (John Richardson) read a Petition from 
Wailuku praying, that an appropriation of $500 be in- 
serted in the Appropriation Bill for the road of Alaloa, 
$300 for the bridge of the river at Wailuku, and $200 for 
the bridge at Walehu. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Improvements. 

Kakani read a Petition from Hana, requesting that 
the Police of each District be paid monthly. 

Referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

Kapihe read a Petition from Makawao containing 26 
signatures requesting that the owners of animals confine 
their animals during the night in paddocks and releasing 
them during the day. 

On motion of Kaumaea, this was referred to the 
Committee on Agriculture. 

Kapihe read a Petition from Makawao, praying that 
the money granted to the ilitia, be turned over to the 
English Schools. 

On motion of Kaumaea, this was referred to the 
Committee on Military. 

Low read a Petition from Hamakua, requesting that a 
law be enacted to make the charges on animals found 
trespassing on forbidden or unfenced lands be at the 
game rate as the animals found trespassing on lands 
fenced in.

The Committee 
recommended that the proceedings be printed in the Hae 
Hawaii, and that the Editor of the Hae, be paid $22.50 
for 300 copies, the proceedings to be printed on both 
sides of the Paper.

This was adopted by the House. 

D. H. Hitchcock for the Select Committee on Rules, 
reported that the rules will be ready some day next week. 

On motion of Chamberlain, the report of the Com- 
mittee was adopted. 

Austin then read the Joint Resolution providing for 
the appointment of a Joint Committee of the two Houses 
on the New Laws. 

On motion of Sheldon, the rules were suspended and 
the Joint Resolution then passed second reading. 

On motion of Kaumaea it was voted that the same be 
engrossed and taken up forthird reading to-morrow.

Lainaholo read a Petition from Puna, asking that 
the restriction on fish on all Konohiki fisheries be 
abolished. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Improvements. 

Kamalena (Chamberlain) for the Judiciary Committee, 
reported on the Petition from Honolulu asking for an 
amendment to the Adultery Law. 
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The Committee recommended that the Petition be laid 
on the table, as the present law is good and just, and 
further recommended that the Petition from Puna praying 
for a reduction of the Costs of Courts, be also tabled.
